Seventy-Nine Tears Ago. 


Seventy-nine years ago, fifteen 


years before the Civil war, the 
first fair was held in Elyria un- 
der the auspices of the 
Lorain 


County Agricultural Association. 
Previous to this time a number 
of stock shows had been held, one 
as early as 1833, but the first fair 
was held on September 30, 1846. 
This fair was held at what was 
then known as Ely Park and is 
now ine public square, and $117 
in premiums were awarded which 
was considered quite an amount 
in those days. 


After a few years, the exact 


time not being recorded, the fairs 
were held where the Old Ladies' 
Home now stands 
Manj inter- 


esting notes are made in'lookins 
o\er the accounts of these fairs' 


In those davs they always had 


a plowing match as one of the 
big events of the daj.

certain 


amount of ground to plow and the 
man who turned the neatest fur- 
row in the shortest length of time 
was awarded the prize 
The last 


contest of this kind was held in 
1860.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30—Using 


the prerogative of a prince who 
is heir to the throne of an empire 
the Prince of Wales left the home 
prepared for him, spent last night 
on the special car provided for his 
trip and was asleep when his 
tram left the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion at 8:55 eastern daylight sav- 
ing time, for Washington, where 
he was to lunch today with Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge. 


Arrangements had been made 


to call the prince at 6 a. m 
to- 


day in order that he might 
be 


ready to board his special car in 
time for an early run to Washing- 
ton. 
The prince listened atten- 


tively while his aides arranged 
their plans and then tossed the 
royal monkey wrench into the 
machinery, by saying that he did 
not intend to arise at 
such 
an 


hour. 
Accordingly, 
baggage, 


guests and other necessaries were 
sent aboard business car No. 90, 
the special car belonging to the 
president of the 
Pennsylvania 


railroad. The prince himself fol- 
lowed at 2 a. m. 


The special train, consisting of 


an engine, a combination baggage 
and passenger coach, a Pullman 
sleeper and the prince's 
special' 


car, had been parked in a siding 
behind the Burden estate, where 
the prince is a guest during his 
stay on Long Island, in order to 
facilitate the movement of the 
rojal party. 
It was surrounded 


by a guard of state troopers. The 
train was left on the qjiet siding 
until 6-30 o'clock, dayLght time, 
when it moved off toward New 
York.

will spend hours and hours wind- 
ing a wire lamp shade frame with 
ribbon and pinning down tiny little 
pleats with thousands of pins care- 
fully put in lengthwise side by side. 
Oh, woman, woman: 


Of course really gorgeous lamp 


shades can be bought ready made 
but they must follow a more or less 
conventional line of color combina- 
tions and the housewife who de- 
vises her own unique color schemes 
for certain rooms can make shades 
to suit her own artistic sense and 
then feel satisfied that she has 
done everything humanly possible 
to make the room perfect. 


Avoid Makeshift Lamps.

Bad Effect of Jazz.

The old grandeur of 
the ancients who had a slave pull 
a string to operate a huge feather 
fan over a luxurious throne or 
couch seems repeated in the silken 
shade which hovers over the chair 
to furnish a cheerful glow of light 
at the touch! of a tasseled cord. 


The best shades for floor lamps 


are those of silk and georgette. 
The soft colors of these lovely fab- 
rics and the effects which can be 
achieved when the light shinps 
through layers of different tints 
make the lamp a definite snot of 
beauty in the room as well as an 
object of great utility. 


Warm Linings Best. 


While the exterior of the lamp 


shade may be any color the house- 
wife desires, a cool blue, green or 
violet it Is always wpij to use a 
lining of soft yellow, orange or red 
silk, for that gives a pleasing 
warmth to the glow of the light It 
may even be better to go a step 
further and use colored balhs, am- 
ber or pink to give a soft, sansn.nv 
glow to the light 
Those colored 


bulbs, however, have a way ot af- 
fecting the color of walls," fabrics 
or an} thing else in the room. An 
amber light makes brown more in 
tense, but it also turns red to 
brown, and it gives blue a green 
tinge which may or mav not be car- 
rying out the housewife's idea of 
color harmony.

A pair of such lamps 
standing on a long table, with sev- 
eral books and book ends between 
them, make an effective treatment 
for the davenport, both as to beauty 
and convenience. A pair of small 
console tables, bearing twin lamps, 
at either side of the fireplace, make 
an interesting treatment of wall 
spaces. 


The celling fixtures for the living 


room have almost been eliminated 
by the beautiful floor and table

A certain amount of labor It

a. m. This may seem. like a small 
wage, but the laziness of the work- 
ers makes the digging over of an 
acre cost about 300 rupees. Under 
American management this has all 
been changed; day labor has bsen 
abolished and digging Is now put 
out at contract, 


To change the system of hiring 


labor in a land where tradition 
has a strangle hold on the people 
is no small matter. Improvements 
and innovations are looked upon 
with suspicion and haste in con- 
cluding any business puts up tha 
price. Local ways ot doing busi- 
ness are well illustrated by the 
following statement of an Ameri- 
can date garden manager. 
He 


says: "The amount of time, tea, 
coffee and cigarettes consumed!
